MEMENTO OF THE WAR. 


Mr. Herman F. Windrich of Man- 


chester, skilled machinist at the navy 
yard, has secured an exceedingly valu- 
able souvenir of the American-Spanish 
war.

sembles maple, having a close grain and 
little weight.

on May 1 in Manila bay. The top i* 
nude of a piece of polished brass taken 
From the little gunboat Sandoval, which 
was captured at Santiago by Admiral 
Schicy'a fleet on July 3, the ferrule be- 
ing of a piece of steel from the same 
vessel. Tbe cane is not only a relic, 
but is a useful walking stick that is 
much handsomer than any that could 
be bought and is at tho same time a fit- 
ling memento of tbe victorious war 
with Spain.
